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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 2-5 applicant argues that Tahara in 
view of Robinett and Berstis fail to dislcose pre-designating a rate profile assocated with a program stream wherein the profile describes 
the available bits and a varying profile from the start to end points of an advertising opportunity. While the applicant's points are 
understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Tahara discloses in column 12, lines 35-40 calculating a rate profile or target bit rate. 
Robinett discloses in cofumn 6, lines 15-25, that every program has a predetermined bit rate. By having a predetermined bit rate, the rate 
profile is pre-designated or pre-calculated. Hence, the combination of Tahara with Robinett teach the pre-designated rate profile. Berstis 
teaches in column 7, lines 15-35 a profile indicating the available bandwidth and time varying profile from the start to end points. 
Therefore the rejection has been maintained. 

On pages 5-7, applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the references and the proposed combination changes the mode of 
operation of Tahara. While the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Since the references are within 
the same field of endeavor and contain similar subject matter, the proposed combintaion is deemed proper. Further, changing the 
dynamic calculation of the rate profile of Tahara to a pre-designated rate profile taught by Robinett would not change the mode of 
operation. A rate profile is still being calculated and used whether it be before or during the reception of the stream. Therefore the 
rejection has been maintained. 
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
